erable  Methuselah#

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PREFACE 


The  spelling  of  the  GUSEMAN  name  is 
quite  varied.  The  name  was  spelled  in  Germany* 
as  GUSSEMAN  (Geeseman).  When  Abraham  Guseman 
came  to  Amerioa  he  signed  his  name  as  Guseman* 
While  in  the  old  German  bible  a  translated  copy 
of  the  family  record  gives  the  name  GUSSMAN. 

The  descendants  of  John  Guseman,  the  immigrant, 
spell  it  GUSEAN.  The  Isaac  Guseman  family,  who 
migrated  to  Illinois,  changed  the  spelling  to 
GUZEMAN. 


A  more  hospitable  people  are  not  to  be 
found.  They  seem  to  have  an  uncanny  sense  of 
skill  for  designing  the  most  intricate  pieces  of 
woodworking  and  silver  smithing.  They  have  a 
very  set  determination  and  extreme  will. 

"Gussman  of  Alfraoh,  the  Rogue." 

Don  Juan  Gussman  in  his  narrative 
declared  that  he  reached  Ireland  in  a  ship  and 
was  seized  by  the  servants  of  Mahona  and  taken 
to  his  castle,  and  from  thence  was  sent  to  the 
Earl  of  Desmond,  where  he  was  examined  by  the 
legate  to  the  Pope  and  escaped  suspicion  by  a 
forged  passport  and  then  went  to  Limerick,  where 
he  attend ea  the  Church  of  England  and  assisted  to 
expel  cattle  stealers. 

*This  story  was  a  tissue  of  false  hoods." 

Nevertheless,  there  are  good  grounds  for 
the  belief  that  the  GUSEMANS  of  today  originally 
sprang  from  the  GUSMAN,  or  GU5SMANS  of  old  Spain. 
GUSMAN  is  a  respected  Spanish  name  and  it  is 
dimly  understood  the  original  family  moved  from 
Spain,  thru  Germany,  then  to  America.

According  to  tradition  Abraham  Guseman, 
his  brother  John  and  sister  Sophia  were  the 
first  of  the  Guseman  family  to  come  to  America 
from  Germany.  After  a  great  deal  of  research 
the  names  of  Abraham,  Johan  and  Yerich  Guseman 
have  been  located  as  passengers  imported  on  the 
ships,  St.  Andrew  and  Snow. Molly,  listed  as

Abraham  and  Johann  (John)  Guseman  were 
brothers,  but  according  to  the  above  came  to 
America  ten  years  apart.

He  took  the  oath  of  allegiance  at  Philadelphia, 
Sept.  14,  1751.  The  only  further  trace  of  him 
was  found  in  Berkeley  County,  Virginia,  where 
his  son,  Abraham  Guseman,  was  born.

The  following  statement  was  sufficient 
to  admit  Susannah  Guseman  Coburn  to  membership 
as  a  real  daughter  of  Elizabeth  Ludington 
Hagan1 s  Chapter  of  the  Daughters  of  the  American 
Revolution,  even  though  the  documents  of  the 
Virginia  Militia  (Revolutionary  YTar)  had  been 
destroyed  previously  by  fire:  "Mrs.  Susanna 
Guseman  Coburn  (National  No.  48254)  born  1809  in 
Monongalia  County,  Yu  Virginia,  wife  of  William 
Coburn.  Descendant  of  Abraham  Guseman.  Daughter 
of  Abraham  Guseman  and  Maria  Elizabeth  Ralph- 
snider  (1758-1835,  his  third  wife)* 

Abraham  Guseman  (1753-1821)  enlisted  as  a 
private  from  Berkeley  County,  Virginia.  He 
served  seven  years ,  and  was  wounded  but  did  not 
leave  the  service,  remaining  to  act  as  gunsmith. 
He  was  born  in  Berkeley  County,  '7.  Virginia." 5 

After  the  close  of  the  Revolutionary  War 
Abraham  Guseman  lived  in  Martins burg,  Berkeley 
County,  Virginia,  now  Y.r .  Virginia,^  where  he 
engaged  in  silver smithing  and  clockmaking.  These 
clocks  were  made  by  hand,  of  brass  and  they  de¬ 
noted  the  second,  minute,  hour,  day  of  the  month 
and  the  changes  of  the  moon.  Each  was  hung  in 
an  elaborately  finished  black  walnut  cabinet,  the 
style  similar  to  that  of  today* s  " grandfather1 s 
clock*"  Harry  Guzeman  of  Aurora,  Illinois  has 
one  of  these  originals  in  his  home,  which  still 
keeps  more  accurate  time  than  his  own  watch.  It 
is  said  that  A»braham  Guseman  made  the  first  piano 
in  Virginia.  He  also  built  a  large  flour  mill, 
Guseman  Mills,  near  the  village  of  Dellslow, 
which  was  still  standing  in  1910.  This  mill  was 
a  noted  land  mark,  known  then  ns  the  Hugedon 

Mill.  The  first  carding  machine  in  that  part  of 
the  state  was  made,  set  up  and  operated  there  by 
him*

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In  1798  Abraham  Guseman  left  Martinsburg , 
Virginia  with  his  family  for  the  frontier  set¬ 
tlements  west  of  the  Alleghany  mountains*  He 
traveled  up  the  Potomao  to  Ft*  Cumberland  in  the 
direction  of  Ft*  Morgan  on  the  Monongahela  River, 
across  the  Alleghany  mountains  and  located  at 
Deoker's  Creek  in  Monongalia  County,  Virginia, 
where  Morgantown  is  now  located. 

They  were  members  of  the  German  Evangel¬ 
ical  Lutheran  church* 

At  the  age  of  sixty-eight  while  doing 
some  repair  work  in  'his  mill  Abraham  Guseman  was 
crushed  to  death  by  a  heavy  beam  of  wood,  which 
threw  him  to  the  floor.

3.  ABRAHAM  GUS3UAN,  JR.  (John  Abraham), 
(Abraham^),  son  of  Abraham  and  Catharine  (Bernard 
Guseman  was  born  in  Martins  burg,  Virginia,  May 
20,  1784;  he  died  in  Taylor  County,  W.  Virginia 
August  28,  1871# 

He  married  a  Miss  Nancy  and  located 

on  Tygarts  Valley  River,  Taylor  County ,  7/.  Vir¬ 
ginia. 

During  his  early  married  life  he  engaged 
in  milling  and  wool  carding  until  his  mill  was 
destroyed  by  fire.  Later  he  farmed  and  accumul¬ 
ated  a  large  tract  of  land.  He  was  a  man  of 
small  stature,  but  of  wonderful  strength  and  vi¬ 
tality. 


Abraham  Guseman  had  no  children  of  his 
own  although  he  raised  Rebecca,  a  daughter  of 
his  brother  Johannes  Guseman. 

4.  JACOB  GUSEMAN,  (Abraham*'),  son  of  Abraham 
and  Catharine  (Bernard)  Guseman  was  born  in 
Martins burg,  Virginia,  February  14,  1786;  he 
died  in  Preston  County,  7/.  Virginia,  March  15, 
1878  and  was  buried  in  the  Lutheran  Church  Cem¬ 
etery  of  the  Crab  Orchard  settlement,  Preston 
County,  W.  Virginia. 

He  married  Christeena  T.7olfe,  September  2  5, 
1795.  She  was  born  in  the  Shenandoah  Valley, 
Virginia,  September  25,  1795;  she  died  in 
Preston  County,  *»7,  Virginia,  Senteraber  12,  1880, 
and  was  buried  in  the  Lutheran  Cnurch  Cemetery 
there • 


Jacob  Guseman  at  the  age  of  eighteen 
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went  to  sea.  He  spent  the  next  three  years  on 
ships  plying  between  American,  English,  Spanish 
and  West  India  ports.  About  1813  he  purchased  a 
tract  of  land  in  what  is  now  Pleasant  district, 
Preston  County,  W.  Virginia.  In  1842  he  erected 
a  large  flour  mill,  then  later  a  carding  and 
fulling  mill,  an  oil  mill,  a  distillery,  a 
blacksmith  shop,  a  store,  barns  and  other  neces¬ 
sary  buildings  until  the  place  resembled  a  vil¬ 
lage.  He  was  a  man  of  determination  and  frugal¬ 
ity*

6.  JOSEJH  CUSEMAN,  (Abraham2  ) ,  son  of  Abraham 
and  Catherine  (Bernard)  Gvscnan  was  born  in 

Martins burg,  Virginia,  November  2  9,  1739;  he 
died  in  Harrison  County,  W,  Virginia,  February 
27,  1881# 

He  married  Mary  Jackson,  April  30,  1882, 

.  daughter  of  Major  John  Jackson,  who  was  related 
to  "Stonewall”  Jackson.  She  died  in  Harrison 
County,  W,  Virginia,  May  7,  1852. 

Joseph  Guseman  served  in  the  war  of  1812. 
AJfter  the  war  he  went  to  Buckhannon,  Virginia, 
where  he  engaged  in  the  milling  business.  After 
his  marriage  he  purchased  about  fifty  acres  of 
land  and  erected  a  small  flour  mill  near  where 
Jane  Lew,  7,r.  Virginia  was  later  built.  Eventu¬ 
ally  he  increased  his  holdings  to  a  large  plan¬ 
tation,  "V/alnut  Row."  He  was  a  man  of  medium 
size,  quick  in  movement  and  speech,  very  shrewd 
and  stern.

7.  ISAAC  GUSSMAN,  (Abraham^),  son  of  Abraham  and 
Catharine  (Bernard)  Guseman  was  born  in  Martins- 
burg,  Virginia,  May  20,  1791;  he  died  in  Adams 
County,  Illinois,  September  18,  1871  and  was 
buried  in  the  Brenneman  Cemetery,  beside  his 
wife. 


He  married  Jane  Reed*",  December  20,  1820. 
The  Reed  family  were  a  very  industrious  and  high¬ 
ly  respected  set  of  pioneers,  and  were  among  the 
early  settlers  of  the  Northers  Section  of  T,V. 
Virginia,  now  known  as  Preston  County.  By  their 
indominent  will  and  sturdiness  they  helped  to 
clear  the  forests  and  establish  communities  in 
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this  new  land  westward  of  the  Allegheny  Moun¬ 
tains  where  many  of  their  descendants  now  reside# 

He  enlisted  in  the  Volunteer  Army  against 
the  British  invasion  of  1812 while  a  resident 
of  Morgantown,  W.  Virginia  he  was  converted, 
joined  the  Methodist  Episcopal  church,  and  later 
was  ordained  as  a  local  minister,  serving  in 
this  capacity  until  infirmed  with  age# 

In  1858  Isaac  Guseman  and  son,  William, 
rode  to  Illinois  from  W.  Virginia  on  horseback 
to  visit  the  Shorts,  Zinns  and  Brennemans ,  former 
W#  Virginia  neighbors,  who  had  settled  in  the 
vicinity  of  Stillwell  and  Breckenridge ,  Illinois# 
William  and  Isaac  Guseman  returned  to  W.  Virginia 
and  took  the  family  with  the  exception  of  Mary 
and  Nancy,  who  were  married,  to  Illinois#  This 
time,  however,  they  traveled  on  a  paddle  wheel 
steam  boat  down  the  Monongahela  and  Ohio  Rivers, 
then  up  the  Mississippi  River  to  Quincy,  Illinois. 
En  route  to  Illinois,  Cyrena,  the  youngest  girl, 
carried  the  family  money  in  a  pocket  sewed  onto 
the  inside  of  her  skirt#  The  family  rented  for  a 
year  near  Breckenridge,  Illinois,  then  bought  a 
farm  one  mile  north  of  Loraine,  Illinois, ^  where 
Harry  Guzeman  now  lives.  Since  Catharine  nad 
left  a  sweetheart  in  W.  Virginia,  she  later 
returned,  married  and  lived  there#  Harry  also 
went  back# 

The  old  Guseman  home  site  is  situated  on 
the  east  bank  of  the  Monongahela  River  about 
twenty  miles  up  the  river  from  Morgantown,  W • 
Virginia  and  about  a  mile  below  Fairmont,  W • 
Virginia,  where  Isaac  Guseman  and  family  lived 
until  they  moved  to  Illinois.  The  old  home  is 
gone  now,  but  the  well  still  remains;  and  a 
number  of  houses  and  cottages  have  been  built  on 
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ABRAHAM  GUSEMAN  DESCENDANTS 


the  place*  During  the  time  the  homestead  was  in 
the  Guseman  name  there  were  about  one  hundred 
fifty  acres  of  land*  The  house  stood  on  an  eleva¬ 
tion  about  thirty  or  forty  feet  above  the  river 
and  fifty  yards  back  from  it.  The  river  is  sbout 
fifty  yards  wide  there,  a  pretty  stream,  and 
there  is  a  government  lock  just  below  where  the 
house  stood.  The  ground  is  very  rough  and  hilly, 
or  mountainous,  lying  up  and  back  from  the  river. 
There  are  valuable  coal  veins  below,  which  are 
now  owned  and  mined  by  one  of  the  larger  coal 
companies  in  that  locality. 

Rev.  Isaac  Guseman  left  no  will,  but  there 
is  a  Letter  of  Administration  appointing  William 
A.  Guzeman,  a  son,  as' administrator .  This  was 
dated  October  12,  1871.  There  is  also  an  inven¬ 
tory  of  his  estate  as  follows  :

Cemetery  beside  his  wife. 

He  married  LaVema  Brenneman,  December  8, 


1868. 
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He  was  a  private  in  the  Union  Army ,  Co.B, 
78th  Illinois  Infantry,  during  the  Civil  War.  He 
was  captured  and  enroute  to  the  Libby  Prison, 
.Richmond,  Virginia,  however,  he  escaped  by  jump¬ 
ing  over  a  mountainous  cliff#  This  jump  caused  a 
rupture  which  bothered  him  the  remainder  of  his 
life. 


In  his  eurly  years  he  was  a  store  keeper 
and  saw  mill  proprietor  near  Fairmount,  W. 
Virginia,  where  Holt  is  no w  located.  He  later 
purchased  a  f^rm  northwest  of  Loraine,  Illinois, 
where  he  resided  until  his  death#  William  Guze- 
man  held  several  county  offices  and  v/as  well  thot 
of  in  his  community.

I  have  tried  to  give  war  experiences  of 
the  Guseman  descendants  here  and  there  as  I  have 
located  a  soldier  and  a  story  and  believe  the 
most  interesting  story  I  have  found  is  the  heroic 
experience  of  a  U.  S.  sailor  on  the  U.  S.  S.  San 
Diego  during  the  World  War;  a  man  who  stands  out 
in  his  home  community  for  his  honesty,  integrity ,t 
and  a  leader  of  young  boys.  Charles  V.  Kincheloes 
true  story  in  his  own  words,  as  follows  : 

"i  enlisted  in  the  U.  S.  Navy,  November  9, 
1917.  I  was  stationed  at  Great  Lakes  Naval  Train¬ 
ing  Station  vrtil  April,  1918  when  I  was  sent  to 
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New  York  where  I  was  placed  on  the  U.  S.  S.  San 
Diego,  a  cruiser  which  did  escort  work.  We  made 
four  trips  across  but  never  landed.  The  last 
part  of  June,  1918  we  went  into  dry  dock  in 
Portsmouth,  N.  H.  for  a  repaint  and  overhaul  job. 
On  our  journey  from  Portsmouth  to  N.  Y*,  our  home 
port,  to  get  another  convey  an  explosion  of  some 
kind,  no  one  knew  exactly  what,  occurred  and  the 
ship  disappeared  in  26  minutes  leaving  1260  men  in 
the  water  with  life  preservers,  rafts  and  two  row 
boats.  This  happened  July  19,  1918,  about  11:26 
A.  M.  No  S.O.S.  messages  went  out  as  the  explosi¬ 
on  and  water  coming  in  destroyed  all  electric 
power.  About  4:30  in  the  after  noon  three  coal 
colliers  happened  along  and  rescued  us.  We  lost 
only  six  men  so  we  had  plenty  of  company.  After 
this  we  were  stationed  at  Pelhorn  Bay  for  an  in¬ 
vestigation,  then  I  went  on  the  Robert  M.  Thomp¬ 
son,  a  Great  Lakes  transport  loaded  with  ammuni¬ 
tion."
